dispersed. 
Upon tho first approach of the mob tbe 
turnkey called up Sheriff H arris by tele­ 
phone, who was a t bis residence, and in­ 
formed him of w hat was going on, ami a 
moment after the lynching, hearing the 
telephone bell ring, the mob cut the wire. 
Sheriff H arris arrived im m ediately on the 
ground, whero quite u crowd had assembled, 
and cut the body down. 
Life was not 
quite extinct, but the m an was so far gone 
that ull efforts to revive him wero fruitless. 
It was tho evident intention of the mob to 
hang both Bell and Bennett, an accomplice 
of Bell’s w ho confessed the crim e and turned 
state’s evidence, but the disturbance created 
caused them to loavo and they escaped de­ 
tection. 
B ennett was nearly paralyzed with 
fear, and appears ten years older. 
W hile it is generally conceded here tha t

GRANT UNDER FIRE. 


EMINENTLY, AND ABOVE ALL THINGS, 
A COOL MAN. 


At The Front, Under Fire, in the Real 
of 
Vicksbnrg — W hat a Soldier 
Thought of Hi» Commander 
—The Key to Success. 


[Boston Globe.] 
Mr. S. H. M. Byers’ recollections of Grant, 
as he ap p eared on and about the battlefield, 
are full of interest. 
“While I was standing by the p ontoon 
bridge, near Fort Gibson,’’ says he “watch­ 
ing the boys cross the bayou, I heard some­ 
body cheering, and, looking round, saw an 
officer on horseback in a m ajor general’s 
uniform. 
He dismounted aod came over to 
the very sp ot where I was standing. 
I did 
not know his face, but something told me it 
was G rant—Ulysses Grant, at that moment 
the hero of the western army. 
Solid he 
stood—erect, about five feet eight, with 
square features, thin closed lip s, brown hair, 
brown beard, both cut short and neat. 
This 
was the first time that I saw Grant. 
1 think 
I still p ossess some of the feeling that over­ 
came me at that moment, as I stood so near 
to one who held our lives, and p ossibly our 
country’s, in his hands. 
X heard him sp eak: 
•Men, p ush right along; close up fast, and 
hurry over. ’ Two or three men mounted on 
mules attemp ted to wedge * v-t the soldiers 
ou the bridge. 
Grant not. f i it, and quietly 
said, ‘lieutenant, send those men to the rear.’ 
Every soldier p assing turned to gaze on him, 
but there was no further recognition. There 
was no Bonap arte p osturing for effect; no 
p ointing to tho p yramids, no calling the 
centuries to witness. There was no nonsense, 
no sentiment; only a p laiu business man of 
the rep ublic, there for the one single p ur­ 
p ose of getting that command across the 
river in the shortest time p ossible. 
On 
a horse near by, and 
am )ng the still 
mounted staff, sat the general’s son, a 
bright-looking lad of about U years. 
Fast­ 
ened to his little waist by the broad yellow* 
belt was his father’s sword—that sword on 
whose clear steel was soon to be .engraved 
Vicksburg, Sp ottsylvania, the Wilderness 
aud Richmond. 
‘T next saw Grant on May 18, 1S63, and 
this time at tho battle of Champ ion Hills, in 
rear of Vicksburg. 
He had crossed the Mis­ 
sissip p i river at Grand Gulf, and swung off 
oast an l north, had fought the battles of 
Pi rt Gibson, Raymond and Jackson, and 
here overtaking Pemberton’s arm y hasten- 
in ; to the walls of Vicksburg. It was a very 
hot day and we had marched hard, slep t 
ii .tie and rested none. 
Among the mag­ 
nolias on Champ ion Hills, the enemy, 40,00) 
to 50,000 strong turned on us. 
Sherman’s 
corp s was already ongaged far on the right 
as we ap p roached the field in that overp ow­ 
ering 
M ssissip p i sun. 
Our brigade was 
s_> on in line, on the edge of a meadow, or 
op en 
field 
slop ing 
toward the 
woods 
where tho enemy 
were concealol 
and 
steadily 
firing 
up on 
us. 
We 
were 
in the 
most 
trying 
p osition 
of 
sol­ 
diers, 
for 
regulars 
even, 
being 
fired 
on without 
p ermission 
to 
return the 
« hot« . 
We were standing two files deep , 
bearing as p atiently as we could not a heavy 
but a steady fire from infantry, while an oc­ 
casional cannon-ball tore up the turf in front 
or behind us. 
A good many men were fall­ 
ing, and the wounded were being borne to 
the rear of the brigade, close to an old well, 
whose wooden curb seemed to offer the only 
p rotection from bullet« on tho exp osed line. 
“ ‘Colonel, move your men a little by the 
iaft flank,’ said a quiet, though command­ 
ing voice. 
On looking round, 1 saw imme­ 
diately behind us Grant, the commander-in- 
chief, mounted ou a beautiful bay mare, 
an 1 followed by p erhap s half n doz*» n of his 
s; all'. 
For some reason ho dismounted, and 
most of his officers wore sent off, bearing 
orders, p robably, to other quarters of the 
field. 
It was Grant under fire. The rattling 
musketry increased on our front, and grew 
louder, too, on tho loft flank. 
Grant had 
1 * I his horse to the left, and thus kep t near 
tii? o mtp any to which 1 belonged. 
Ho now 
stood leaning 
comp lacently against 
his 
favorite :-toed, smoking—as seemed habitual 
wjtu him—tho stump of a cigar. 
His was 
t!i*> only horse near the line, and 
must, 
naturally, have 
attracted some

W hat if he should b* killed, I 
thought to myself, and the arm y ba left 
v» ithout its commander?

OUR FOREIGN-BORN POPULATION. 


Some Details of In terest—Irish and Ger­ 
m an—In h abitan ts—Occup ations—Items. 


[Superintendent Walker’s Lecture.] 
Gen. W alker discusses the foreign elements 
of the p op ulation in interesting detail. 
The 
p ercentage of inhabitants of foreign birth in 
1850 was 9.68; in 1800, 13.10; in 1870, 14.44; 
in 1880, 13.02. 
The foreign 
p op ulation 
reaches its maximum where the general 
p op ulation is densest, along latitude 40 and 
41 and longitude 73 and 74. 
Since 1850 the 
p rop ortion of Irish in every 10,000 foreigners 
has fallen from 4,285 to 2,776. 
The Germans 
havo gained p rop ortionately. 
New York 
stands first in aggregate foreign p op ulation, 
and also first in Irish, German, and English 
p op ulation. 
Pennsylvania stands second in 
aggregate foreign p op ulation, Illinois third, 
and Massachusetts fourth. 
The increase in 
Chinese p op ulation has not been what might 
have been exp ected. 
In 1850 the Chinese 
p op ulation was 758; in 1800, 38,000; in IS70, 
03,000; in 1880, 105,000. 
The division of foreign-born inhabitants 
as regard*» occup ation Is interesting. 
In ag­ 
riculture 293 Germans engage for every 140 
Irish; in p ersonal and p rofessional services, 
as servants, the p rop ortion stands 21S Ger­ 
mans to 415 Irish. 
There are few Germans 
who are textile op eratives, but many Irish 
and more British-Americans. 
Three times 
as many Irish as Germans engage in do­ 
mestic service, although there are more Ger­ 
mans than Irish in tho country. 
Tho total 
p >p ulation stands 0 native to 1 foreign. 
The criminal p rop ortion stands: 
Foreign, 
13,000; colored, 17,000; native, 3>,000. 
The 
numerical relation of th o e born abroad and 
their children here is as follows: 
Born 
abroad, 6,559,679; having one 
or 
l» oth 
¡wironts foreign 14,922.744. 
In 1870 there 
were born abroad, 5,507,229; having one or 
both p arents foreign; 10,892,015. 
In oach 
nationality th**re are more children having a 
foreign father than a foreign mother, duo to 
the larger number of male immigrants. 


D ecreasing Sno w fall o n tin* Sierras.
